A rare volume of the early his- 
tory of this county entitled “His- 
tory of the Grand Traverse Re- 
gion” has been “unearthed” re- 
cently. 

An examination of it reveals it 
to have a relatively high degree 
of authenticity and great detail 
concerning the early settlers of 
this area, 

Because the history of Boyne 
City, Charlevoix county, and the 
Grand Traverse region is often 
the subject of frequent inquiry on 
the part of students, school teach~ 
ers, and writers, the Citizen is 
starting the serialization of por- 
tions of the book starting this 
week. 

Much of the history is encum- 
bered with the florid literary style 
that was much in vogue at the 
time the history was written—. 
1884. But rather than delete any 
portion of the text for the sake of 
modernizing the account, it is be- 
ing reprinted in its entirety. 

Readers may find the first two 
installments “dry-going”’ but the 
tempo picks up sharply. There 
are accounts of the battles of 
Beaver Island, the battle of Pine 


River, the settlement of the village 
of Advance, Horton’s Bay, Boyne 


City, East Jordan, Charlevoix, 
and Ironton. 

The adventures of the early 
pioneers to this region sometimes 
read like the 6 o’clock breakfast 
cereal radio programs that absorb 
Junior’s interest every week-day. 

The salt pork and navy bean 
generation who carved their hom- 
es out of the bush were beset with 
all types of primeval skull-dug- 
gery, political corruption, and 
thievery, They are expained at 
some length in the volume which 
was collected and published by 
the H. R. Page & Company pub- 
lishing house in Chicago. 

Because many people will want 
to save the story, an effort will be 
made to keep the space uniform 
each week so that the story may 
be clipped and pasted in note- 
books. If the acceptance of the 
chapter on Charlevoix county is 
suecessful, an attempt will be 
made to publish other accounts 
such as the settlement of Emmet, 
Leelaneau, Antrim, and Grand 
Traverse counties.

First Cargo 


(Coal Arrives 


The first cargo of coal-that will 
be processed into electricty for 
22,000 rural electric consumers 
arrived at the Northern Michigan 
Electric Co,,; Inc. docks at Ad- 
vance, Tuesday. 


As the steamer Ben E. Tate, of 
the Paisley Steamship Corp., un- 
loaded 5,700 tons of stoker coal, a 
new era-in transport history for 
Lake Charlevoix unfolded. 

The steamer Tate marked the 
initial shipment of millions of 
tons of coal that will be transport- 
ed to Advance to light up farm 
homes in 23 counties ranging from 
Manistee county in the south to 
Emmet and Cheboygan counties 
in the north and across state to 
Alpena county. 

The arrival of Tuesday’s cargo 
also marked the first ship of 8 
or 9 that will steam here before 
navigation closes as Northern 
Michigan Electric stockpiles ccal 
in preparation for “cutting. in” 
service sometime during the win- 
ter months. . 

No definite date has been set ac- 
cording to Arthur E. Steinbrecher, 
manager of NMEC, for the cut- 
over due to some material short- 
ages.

Ranch Life in Wild Northland Is 
Like the Buckaroo Type in West 


Elmira—There’s more to oper- 
ating a cattle ranch than produc- 
ing beef—it’s also a lot of fun. 

That’s the opinion of Edward E. 
Peterson, 38-year-old former Sand 


Lake farmer who is the’ boss of 


the Northland Ranch “spread” 
here in western Otsego county 
whére beef raising is becoming an 
important new phase of northern 
Michigan’s :agricultural economy. 

There isn’t a yodeling cowboy 
or a Single guitar on the entire 
3600 acres that make up the 
Northland Ranch. But there’s 
horses, white-faced herefords, 
round-ups, branding irons and 
cowboys—of the Michigan variety. 

They don’t wear ten-gallon hats. 


‘|More than likely they’ll work the 


round-up wearing a pint sized 
white sailors hat or whatever’s 
handy, They don’t tote six shoot- 
ers, carry the makings in their 
breast pocket, shoot sheep herders, 
or wear chaps. But they can fork 
a cayuse and tear off after an orn- 
ery bull with all the agility of the 
best Hollywood cow-hand. 

“T’ve had more fun since I’ve 
been. here than I ever had in my 
life,” Petersen said. “The kids 
love it, and the rest of the mem- 
bers of the family love it.” Every 
week-end the other members of 
the famliy from down-state come 
here to help along with the ranch- 
ing, ride horses and have a good 


time.” 
Tracy Girdler of Muskegon, 
Petersen’s brother-in-law and 


secretary-treasurer of the ‘corpor- 
ation that owns the ranch, echoed 
the sentiment with the comment: 
“JT spend all my week-ends here. 
My family loves it, and I like it. 
Although cattle ranching in Mich- 
igan may appear to be a novelty, 
after five years of operation we’re 
convinced that it’s a good business, 
That helps our enjoyment.” ° 

The guiding hand in establish- 
ing Northland Ranch is Ernest J. 
Petersen, 64-year-old former 
“walking boss” for the Michelson 
Lumber company that logged this 
area 40 years ago. He noticed that 
the steers he purchased for. the 
camps fattened unusually well at 
this location. He never forgot 
that fact. In later years, after a 
successful real estate career in 
which he developed resorts and 
sold property around Rice lake, 
Trufant, and Maston lake, he real- 
ized a dream of many years by 
organizing Northland. 

In 1944 Northland acquired 
1,400 acres from the Antrim Iron 
company of Mancelona. In 1945 
they acquired 2,200 acres from the 
state and in 1947 Edward E. Peter- 
sen, the ranch manager, and son 
of E. J. sold his 550-acre farm at 
Sand Lake to stake his future on 
the ‘successful operation of 3,600 


acres of northern Michigan scrub 
land. 

Starting at scratch, the week- 
end help, Petersen and his family 
cleared land, built a ranch house, 
and started raising herefords. 

Today the yipping of cow- 
hands, the bawling of calves, and 
the roar of herd bulls can be 
heard all over the “spread.” 
There’s six seasoned cow-ponies 
on hand for patrolling 18 miles of 
line fence,* working the herd to 
new range, and round-ups. . 

Unlike the clear, rolling hills of 
Wyoming where much of the ori- 
ginal stock came from, Northland 
ig. still covered with hunderds of 
acres of second-growth that is 
being attacked daily with a bull- 
dozer in clearing operations. Rid- 
ing herd in such brush is rugged 
work and calls for superior horse- 
manship in which the Petersen’s 
excell, The five years of training 
they’ve had in the scrub land has 
netted them a whole shelf full of 
trophies at local horse shows. 

Three round-ups are held an- 
nually and sometimes an extra one 
or two for spraynig when.flies are 
prevaient. When the cattle are 
herded into the big corral they 
are vaccinated, checked for sale, 
and the calves are branded on the 
left shoulded with an “N” the 
only registered brand in Otsego 
county.

It is seldom that we direct reader attention to what we 
would term recommended reading, but this month’s issue 
of “Inside Michigan” a fearless, uncommitted publication 
which exposed the Rhone River development that is being 
financed by American tax dollars, has once again dug into 
facts and figures to score another scoop. 


In a feature article by Richard B. Frost, taxpayers can 
find out where one hundred twenty three billion dollars of 


hard-earned tax money has been “invested” in Europe. 


And here are some of the highlights of the article: 


One million dollars of tax money has been used by the 
Danish government in financing a private enterprise known 
as ‘“Kysten’s Pearl,” an ultra swank resort hotel on one of 
northern Europe’s fine beaches. US Foreign Aid officials in 
Denmark proudly explain that the hotel could never have 
been built without the generosity of the American taxpayer. 
Asked why this is a proper subject for expenditure of the 
U.S. Taxpayer’s money, Foreign Aid officials explain that it 
is “to increase Denmark’s tourist traffic.” 


Luxury hotels are not the only enterprise the United 
States is subsidizing. 

In Holland E.C.A. project No. 111, the Royal Nether- 
lands Blast Furnaces and Steelworks Ltd., at Ijmuden, 
Holland is undergoing a $51,000,000 expansion program. 
The cost is being financed by a LOAN from the Dutch gov- 
ernment and a GIFT of $23,500,000 from the taxpayers of 
the United States. 

If you are an average taxpayer, says “Inside Michigan” 
the cost to you of United States Foreign Aid programs over 
the past decade will amount to $2,680.00. : 

In 1952 the administration asked Congress for $7,900,- 
000,000 for Foreign Aid although this was the year we were 
told the Marshall Plan would end. ;

Michigan waterfowl hunters 
may find some changes in their 
favorite Great Lakes’ hunting 
spots this fall because of high 
water levels, the conservation de- 
partment reports. 

Many marsh areas have shifted 
with rising water levels, some of 
former years being changed to 
open water, other being created 
where low ground had existed be- 
fore. ~ 

High water probably has not 
damaged waterfowl habitat and 
one department specialist says the 
changes may be. beneficial. With 
each yearly shift in the water 
level, certain plant growths are 
wiped out or replaced, thereby not 
allowing a single growth to take 
over an area.

The Buzz Boys 

On quiet inland lakes of modest

Fish Not Bothered ©

The Fort Worth, Tex., Convair 
plant, where. B-36 superbombers 
are assembled, is the largest air- 
craft plant in the nation. 
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The county of Charlevoix is 
bounded on the north by the 
county of Emmet and Lake Mich- 
igan; east by Cheboygan. and Ot- 
sego; south, by Antrim, and west 
by Lake Michigan. It has an area 
of 396 square miles and a popula- 
tion of 1880, of 5,115. The sur- 
face of the county is rolling and 
in some parts decidedly hilly. The 
soil varies from a light sandy to a 
heavy clay, filled with calcarious 
matter. The subsoil is of as varied 
a nature as that of the surface. 

Sugar maple, elm, beech, bass- 
wood, ash, hemlock and cedar tim- 
ber is found “In great quantities 
throughout the county. 

The prinicpal crops are winter 
wheat, oats, corn, hay, clover, po- 
tatoes, and root crops. The sum- 
mer resorts at Charlevoix furnish 
an excellent market for all sorts 
of garden vegetables. 

All fruits do well, exeepting 
grapes and peaches. The hardier 
kinds of apples are especially suc- 
cessful. Charlevoix County is at 
the northern extremity of the cel- 
ebrated Michigan fruit belt. 

There are no government lands 
in the market. There were 344 
acres of state swamp, 1,995 acres 
of primary school, 3,525 acres of 
agricultural college, and 42,285 
acres of Grand Rapids & Indiana 
Railroad land, subject to entry 
May 1, 1883. 

As Pine Lake is navigable for 
large vessels, the timber business 
ks an important enterprise in this 
county. Wood, ties, fenceposts, 
hemlock bark, and logs are cut 
during the winter, and are shipped 
during the winter to Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Racine, and other 
lake ports. There are several 
saw-mills in the county. An iron 
furnace at Ironton, on Pine Lake, 
furnishes employment to a large 
number of men. The fishing in- 
dustry is also a considerable one. 
The Grand Rapids & Indiana 
Railroad crosses the county from 
north to south, and a railroad is 
expected at Charlevoix in the 
near future. 

The famous resorts on Pine 
Lake have contributed largely to 
the development of the county, 
and thronged every summer with 
admirers of the beautiful scenery 
and delightful climate of Charle- 
voix County. 

The map of Charlevoix County, 
given on another page, shows that 
the county is already well sup- 
plied with good roads, which are 
one of the important agencies in

the development and improve- 
ment of a new country. 
In the number and beauty of 


inland lakes, Charlevoix County 
is without a rival, and its resourc- 
es are so abundant and varied it is 
destined to become one of the 
richest and most attractive count- 
ties in the state. All its villages 
are charmingly located, and, 
though young, are enjoying a 
marked degree of prosperity. 

Pine Lake is confessedly the 
loveliest of all the many that 
adorn this picturesque part of 
Michigan. : 

At the center of the promotory 
between Grand and Little Trav- 
erse Bays a small river used to 
wend its serpentine course into 
Lake Michigan. It was named 
See-pe-wa, or Green River. This 
stream was only about a quarter 
of a mile in length and came out 
cf a small round lake, which was 
connected by a river about sixty 
rods in length with Long Lake. 
Various names have been applied 
to these lakes and streams, such 
as Green Lake, Mormon Lake, and 
finally Pine Lake and Pine River 
were adopted and gave to the sur- 
rounding country the name of the 
Pine River and Pine Lake region.

Pine Lake stretches east and 
south some twenty miles. About 
five miles east it divides, South 
Arm extending as its name im- 
plies, south to the distance’ of 
some five miles. Into the finger 
end of the south arm flows the 
Jordan River, the famous trout 
stream. The shores of+this lake 
are bold and its waters deep; it 
embosoms some beautiful islands, 
is indented by numerous promon- 


otories, separated by deep bays 
and harbors, and presents as 
grand natural scenery as the eye 
of man ever beheld, 


In 1865, long before any onej 


ever thought of locating a summer 
resort in this locality, Prof. Win- 
chell, then state geologist, in one 
of his published reports said; 
“From the foot of Pine Lake a 
scene of surpassing loveliness 
presents itself. We land, per- 
haps, upon the wharf at the mouth
